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XIV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS.

No. 51.—Notes on the Rainfall and General Weather Conditions in Western Australia during January, 
February and March, 1954. 


January. 

Pressure and Winds.—The usual summer type pressure pattern with coastal low pressure 
troughs and high pressure cells in the Bight and off the lower west coast persisted for the greater 
part of the month. 

On the 14th one trough deepened and formed a low pressure system centred near Cape Leeuwin. 
It covered only a small area at first but moved rapidly south-eastward into the Bight and ex- 
tended over a wide area. 

There was a weak low pressure trough over the tropics during the first fortnight. A centre 
formed on the 21st and deepened rapidly but did not persist for long. 

On the 26th another depression formed in the Kimberleys and moved out to sea in a south- 
westerly direction. It then dissipated and in three days’ time a ridge of high pressure had ex- 
tended over much of the tropics with a low pressure trough along the coast. 

During the earlier part of the month winds in the sub-tropics were chiefly SE/NE with coastal 
sea breezes. In the remainder of the month winds were still easterly, but due to the deepening 
of the low pressure system in the tropics and the intensification of an anticyclone in the Bight, 
they were much stronger, reaching gale force in places on several occasions. 

Westerly winds prevailed in the Kimberley divisions but in the remainder of the tropics, winds 
were chiefly easterlies veering south-west along the coast. 


Rainfall—The most outstanding feature of this month’s rainfall has been the heavy totals 
recorded in the West Kimberleys during the latter half of the month. These falls have consider- 
ably eased the drought position in that area. 


The North and East Kimberley divisions received good rains but totals were not as heavy 
as in the West Kimberley. 


Throughout the remainder of the pastoral areas there were moderate falls during the last 
two weeks with some isolated heavy totals. 


In the South-West division rains were mainly light and scattered, but some heavy falls 
occurred in the South Coastal sub-division on the 14th and 15th. 


The highest total for the month was 1,273 points recorded at Broome. 


Temperature.—After being above normal throughout the sub-tropics during the first half 
of the month, temperatures decreased generally during the second half. In the last five days 
only three stations reported temperatures exceeding 100 degrees. 


The tropics experienced cooler conditions from the 25th onwards when temperatures were 


with a few exceptions, below normal. The highest in the State, 118 degrees, was recorded at 
Geraldton aerodrome on the 9th, and the lowest, 38 degrees, at Donnybrook on the 26th. 


Metropolitan. 


Perth experienced a very warm period of five days, 6th to 10th, when the minimum tem- 
perature averaged over 70 degrees and the maximum, 97 degrees. In the remainder of the month, 
temperatures were about normal. The highest 102-1 degrees (17-5 degrees above normal) was 
registered on the 10th and the lowest 53-8 degrees (9-3 degrees below normal) on the 26th. 


There were five wet days on which a total of 50 points of rain fell, January normal being 31 
points. 


The highest wind, 48 m.p.h. from the E.S.E. on the 26th, was recorded during a period of 
easterly gales. 


February. 

Pressure and Wind.—This month the normal summer type pressure systems prevailed over 
the State with anticyclones centred in the Bight and off the west coast, and a low pressure trough 
over the tropics and down the west coast. 


With this pressure pattern NE/SE winds prevailed over most of the State. Occasionally 
the low pressure trough along the lower west coast would move eastwards through the sub-tropics 
and cause winds to be SE/SW for a short period. 


In the Kimberleys, winds were mainly NW/SW throughout the month. On the 16th a 
severe local thunderstorm caused gusts up to 59 m.p.h. at Broome. 

Temperature.—Above average temperatures were recorded almost throughout the State 
during February, the Eucla division being the only one to escape prolonged spells of hot weather. 


The highest for the month was 115 degrees at Onslow on the 17th, and the lowest 39 degrees 
at Bridgetown on the 9th. 
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Rainfall—Only one station in the entire State, Wooramel, where 73 points were recorded, 
exceeded its February normal. 


Of the remaining stations, those in the Kimberleys recorded moderate falls during the first 
week and a few light to moderate falls during the remainder of the month. In the rest of the 
tropics a few light to moderate falls were recorded, chiefly on February Ist. Further south in 
the sub-tropics, falls were generally scattered and less than 20 points. 


The highest daily total was 181 points at Wyndham on the Ist, and Kalumburu with 533 
points recorded the highest monthly total. 


Metropolitan.—February this year was warmer than usual with maximum temperatures 
above normal on 19 days. The highest reading, 103-8 degrees, 18-6 degrees above normal, was 
recorded on the 16th and the lowest 56-9 degrees, 6-6 degrees below normal, on the 9th. 


A thunderstorm caused vivid display of lightning on the 22nd of February, 23 points of rain 
being recorded at 9 a.m. on the 23rd. This was the only rainfall during the month. 


The highest wind gust was 39 m.p.h. from the East on the 18th. 


March. 


Pressure.—During the first two weeks, anticyclones moved in an easterly direction south 
of the State and low pressure troughs developed southwards along the west coast of the sub- 
tropics. As each high pressure cell passed eastwards, the troughs would move behind them 
through the sub-tropics. 


During the remainder of March, the high pressure cells followed a more northerly track and 
autumnal conditions became more apparent. The low pressure troughs on the west coast were 
not as marked as earlier in the month nor did any one of them remain stationary for as long as 
previously. The high pressure systems were not strong and frequently broke into small cells. 


For almost the entire month a weak low pressure trough extended over the tropics. Although 
low pressure centres formed in the troughs, none intensified to any marked extent. 


Winds.—After being NE/SE over most of the sub-tropics during the first two weeks of the 
month, the winds veered SE/SW in the southern districts for the remainder of the month. 


In the tropics and northern sub-tropics they were easterly except in the coastal areas and 
the North Kimberleys, where they were SW/NW throughout March. 


Rainfall. few light falls, none greater than three points, were recorded in the South Coastal 
sub-division during the first 15 days. No rain was recorded in the remainder of the sub-tropics 
in this period. In the ensuing weeks, heavier and more widespread falls were reported from 
stations in the South-West division but none fell in the remaining divisions of the sub-tropics. 


There were scattered light to moderate falls as the result of thunderstorms in the Kimberley 
divisions. The heaviest fall of the month, 296 points, was recorded at Broome on the 19th. 


There were light to moderate falls in the Fortescue and De Grey divisions during the first 
two weeks. 


No station in the State recorded above normal rainfall and none in the Gascoynes, and the 
South-Eastern divisions aggregated more than 10 points. 


Temperature.—In the first half of the month, temperatures were above average throughout 
the sub-tropics but following a cool change on the 16th, fell and remained below normal in the 
South-West division from this date. 


The cooler weather lasted only a week in the Gascoynes and the South-Eastern divisions and 
high temperatures were reported in these areas during the last week. 


Weather in the tropics continued to be hot, with most stations recording over 95 degrees each 
day. 


The highest temperature, 114 degrees, was recorded at Onslow on the 9th and 112 degrees 
was recorded on many other days at different places. 


The lowest for the month, 36 degrees, was reported from Bridgetown on the 22nd. 
Metropolitan.—Weather in Perth was fine throughout most of the month. There were two 


wet days and a total of seven points was recorded. There were several fogs and although two 
were heavy, services were not impeded. 


The highest temperature 103-0 degrees, 21-2 degrees above average, was recorded on the 
6th and the lowest 52-3 degrees, 9:1 degrees below normal, on the 22nd. 


The strongest wind gust was 43 miles per hour from the SW on the 16th.
